Great Britain's Premier Declares If 


Grave .And Speedy Measure Are 
Not Taken At Once, Disasters Is 
Faced—Submarine Menace Must 
Be Removed—Tonnage Is Short 
Of Ordinary As Well As Military 
Needs. 


LONDON, FEB. 23.—The first official admission that Germany's sub- 


marine warfare is beginning to strangle England was made by Premier 
Lloyd George in the house of comm on today. 


"Unless the submarine menace i is removed," declared the 
premier, 


"disaster will overtake the allies." 
He warned that prompt and ruthless 


measures must be taken. 
German su bmarines must be hunted from the 


seas before the allies can hope for victory, he said. 


The premier announced drastic reductions in imports, chief'y in meats 


and fruits.

LONDON, FEB. 23.—England is feeling sharply the blows of Germany's 


submarine fleet. This was made plain by Premier Lloyd George in the 
house of commons today, when he delivered his heralded speech on the ne- 
cessity to restrict imports. 
, 


The premier declared that the government hopes to deal effectively 


with the submarine menace despite the difficulties in the way of hunting 
down under-water boats. 


"There are three sets of measures" said Mr. Lloyd 
George. 
"First, 


there is the means provided by the navy as outlined the other day by Sir 
Edward Carson, first lord of the admiralty; second, the building of more mer 
chant ships; third, dispensing with un necessary commodities that we will 
have more ship bottoms for the carrying of necessities." 
' 


The premier made the startling declaration that there is not only a 


shortage of tonnage for ordinary need s of the nation, but for military neces- 
sities as well. This was the first tim e that it has been officially admitted 
that the German submarine war is cri pplmg the British government. 


"The gravest kind of measures a re necessary in this situation," declar- 


ed the premier. "The government is hopeful of dealing effectively 
with 


this matter, but we should be guilty of the worst kind of folly if we rested 
tranquilly upon the realization of that hope. We have to have action and 
we have to deal ruthlessly ancTpromptly with the tonnage question." 


The premier said that more than 1,000,000 tons of British shipping has 


been assigned to France. 


"If grave and speedy measures are not taken at once, we face disas- 


ter," asYerted the prime minister. "We must find ships to bear iHfn ore at 
All costs, for that is necessary for the making of the ammunition which 
will win the war."

Mr. Lloyd George said that enormous sacrifices would have to be made 


by the English people, but he knows that patriotism will triumph and that 
all Britons would remain staunch, bearing the hardships 
without 
com- 


plaint."
